Publishers Elect Liberate Hoeppels 

Frank Collins From Richmond Jail 


Frank Collins, publisher of the 
San Marino Tribune, was elected 
president of the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley unit of the California News¬ 
paper Publishers' Association at a 
meeting In Azusa last Friday 
night. Collins succeeds Neal Van 
Sooy, publisher of the Azusa Her¬ 
ald, who has been president for 
the past two years. 

Other officers chosen were 
Stanley Larson, Claremont Cour¬ 
ier, re-elected vice-president; Hen¬ 
ry Thornburgh, Wilmar Chronicle, 
secretary; and Gus Holmqulst, 
Wilmar Valley Press, treasurer. 

The unit Is composed of 27 
weekly papers in the San Gabriel 
valley, and is a division of the 
State association of more than 
300 dally and weekly publica¬ 
tions. 


For the third time In six weeks 
the Supreme Court refused this 
week to review the conviction 
of Representative John H. Hoep- 
pel of Arcadia and hls son, 
Charles Jerome, for conspiracy to 
sell a West Point cadetship.

Whatever your views on the 
Act in its present form, it might 
be well for everyone to review 
just how lt works. On January 1, 
the Social Security Board will 
collect two per cent of the Na¬ 
tion’s payroll billions, paid half 
by employers and half by em¬ 
ployes. The joint levy will in¬ 
crease to six per cent by 1949, 
The Government will pay pen¬ 
sions from the fund ranging from 
$10 to $85 a month, depending on 
a worker’s income, after January 
1, 1942, to all eligible employes 
reaching 65 years of age. 

By 1970, Treasury officials pre¬ 
dict, money will pour into the old 
age benefit fund at the rate of 
two billions a year, and by 1980 
the total fund will top forty-eight 
billions. 

In the enrollment job now go¬ 
ing on, 156 field offices have been 
set up throughout the country, 
and 45,000 post office employes 
have been named as recruiting of¬ 
ficers to supply registration forms 
and information to those eligible. 

So that’s what America is busy 
doing today. The sheer immensity 
of the job surpasses any enlist¬ 
ment in the Nation’s history.

Although efficient planning may 
seem like a prosaic subject to be 
discussed in connection with the 
excitement of Thanksgiving, it nev¬ 
ertheless is a valuable assistance in 
making the day a happy one for 
everyone, including Mother, who in 
most homes is not only hostess but 
chief cook as well. 

Advance preparation will mean 
that there will be less to do on 
Thanksgiving morning. The vege¬ 
tables can be fixed on the previous 
day ready for cooking and placed 
in a covered container in the electric 
refrigerator. Celery can be cleaned 
and placed, covered, in the refrigera¬ 
tor to crisp. If the salad lends itself 
to day-before preparation, it. too, 
may join the other dinner makings 
in the refrigerator. 

H 'ine-made hot rolls lend a home¬ 
like touch to the Thanksgiving menu. 
The dough may be mixed in advance, 
kept in the electric refrigerator and 
transformed in no time into delicious 
light rolls. Pastry for the pies, too, 
may be prepared several days before. 

Fruit cocktail should be combined 
several hours before dinner so that 
the flavors have time to blend. It 
should be kept cold in the refriger¬ 
ator, and if possible, the serving 
dishes should be chilled, too. A new 
and tempting cocktail is made by 
pouring ginger ale over tangerine 
sections which can be purchased in 
cans. 

If an ice is to be served with the 
dinner course, it can be made the 
day before. Or if it is bought, it may 
be gotten in advance and kept in a 
freezing tray in the electric refrig¬ 
erator.
